JAINMBOREES 


The Founder of the Scout/Guide Movement had a knock for coining words for the various programmes 
he offered to the members of the Movement. When he held the first big gathering of Scouts in England at 
Crystal Place, London, in 1909 he called it a rally. Afterwards many events were organised in which a large 
number of Scouts/Guides participated in different parts of the world. These were also called rallies. The Founder 
wanted to celebrate the tenth anniversary of the Movement in England in 1917, but the Great War and involvement 
of Scouts in the service of their country compelled him to postpone it. It was only in 1920, that the first great 
gathering of Scouts from all over the world could be made possible. He called it a Jamboree. When explaining 


this word he stated that this word would be associated with the greatest gathering of boys and girls that was ever 
held. 


Jamboree is a huge gathering of Scouts and Guides. The founder, Lord Baden Powell, had a good ear for 
words and he liked to use new names for fresh, developments in Scouting. When the idea of great gathering of 
Scouts was under discussion he avoided words like Rally or Parade. He remembered the Australian “Coroboree’’, 
a spectacular meet where competitions in Boomerang throwing, wrestling, Archery etc., were held. B.P’s thinking 
was that Scouts at Olympia would be jammed, so the word coined was J amboree, That is how the word “Jamboree” 
came into being. The word is associated with the greatest gathering of boys and girls. It implies “a joyful, 
cheery gathering of boys and girls”. The Jamboree is held at the world level every fouryears and is called World 
Jamboree. In our country too it is held at the National Level at an interval of fouryears and is called National 
Jamboree. These Jamborees foster to national integration and world brotherhood. The Jamborees serve as a 
catalytic agent to translate the dictum: ‘World is a family’ q*efcr cgg¢<p-H in to practice. Jamborees bring the 
Scouts and Guides of the National Scout Organisations of the World together to learn from each other and 
interact with each other. It leads to World brotherhood/sisterhood. During the Jamboree Scouts, and Guides 
revive old friendships and make new friends, demonstrate their Scout/Guide knowledge and skills in the camp- 
raft, participate in the campfires, folk songs and folk dances, display cultural heritage of the respective States 
hrough Penchants, participate in the Youth Forum to review the functioning of the organisation in accordance 
with the promise and law and make it more relevant to the modem time. J amboree has helped the Scouts/Guides 
ind their leaders in developing a clear understanding as well as a deeper sense of commitment to the ideals. 
[hey provide opportunity of meeting, camping, and interacting with brother Scouts and sister Guides from 
ndia and many parts of the world, which would not have otherwise been possible. Millions ofyoung people as 
so the public at large are exposed to the varied cultures and life facets of States of India and countries far-flung 
ind inaccessible to the common man/woman. 


These great events provide opportunities of knowing and learning skills new to them. To B.P Jamborees 
vere opportunities of stocktaking and personal contact in a big way. He felt that there was always something 
ew about Scouting/Guiding and the way it was practiced. Talking to Scouts/Guides from different lands, watching 
1em set their camps design their multipurpose gadgets, eye-catching picturesoue gateways, was alla rewarding 
xperience to him/her as to the visitors who always throng in large numbers at such occasions. 
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It is wonder how these Scouts and Guides will live for the seven days duration of the J amboree? They 
will be housed in tents. Each tent will hold eight to ten wonderful happy band active elements called Scouts and 
Guides. They will as far as possible be mixed from various contingents drawn from various States and from the 
foreign countries, 1n their respective sub camps. Besides, the joys and pleasures of living and staying with the 
boys and girls of their own gay group, the Scouts and Guides will have plenty of things to do at the JAMBOREE 
They will have plenty of time to interact with others. They will also enjoy competitions, hikes, adventure trails 
earn the Adventure Award, take part in get-togethers, pageants, hobbies in action i.e., Skill-O-Rama, foil dances, 
community singing and at night lively campfires that will brighten up the tiny little hearts of the campers. 
Scouts/Guides come to the Jamborees as ambassadors of good will. Barriers of race, of creed or of class are 
broken. Their outlook gets widened, leading to a better understanding of the other person’s point of view. 


Scouting/Guiding today is the most wide spread volunteer youth movement and Jamborees have played 
an important role in creating that image round the world. So far only twenty World Jamborees have organised, 
at regional level i.e., Asia Pacific Region twenty-four Jamborees and at national level four Jamborees. (Jamboree 
on 16 - 22 October 2005 at Haridwar is the fifteenth) 


The great achievement of these Jamborees has been the development of the spirit brotherhood/ 
sisterhood among the youth of the country as a great step towards national integration and development of 
Jamboree spirit as propounded by the Founder.

Scouts and Guides, | want to tell you that you are on the threshold of an Educational 
Journey spanning years of challenge and opportunity. Your's is going to be a voyage of f 
self-discovery and self-development in which your scoutmasters or guide captains play a 
small and significant role. The major role is yours and you will have to play it to perfection. 
Your tendency should be creative in appraoch, leaving and learning and be studious and 
serious in habits, and efficient in Time Management. 


Our scouts and guides when in a camp in our Krishna Camping Site one night - / 
Saw their tents they pitched glowed for a moment in a flash of lightning. They heard the 
patter of rain and far off thunder. The crazy storm was rough for a while but their tents (which are their made up 
homes) are still up. They had their blankets and Slept. They woke upto the warming sun. But lo! Some of their 
cobrothers in the patrols are already up. They have neatly prepared the breakfast. All of them are comping 
together-yet each patrol is separate but part of the whole troop and each does many things on its own. Over 
there watching time and things are their scout masters / guide captains. They give hours of their time to the 
scouts and guides to make them perfect and do things in the appointed time. This is because they love 
scouting and know that scouting is important to their family, city and nation at large. 


You will do lot of things on camping trips. You learn new things and there are over 96 Badge subjects 
to learn and do. 


You have an inclination, to be a pioneer, you can show extra efficiency. Fella 9 inches scaffolding pole 
of not less than 5 Inches diameter neatly and quickly. You show your knowledge of ropes, their day, size, 
Storing and care. Learn and teach the knots - sheet tend, manharness knot, marline or lever hitch; use figure 
of eight lashing, prepare types of hold fasts for different types of soil. Build different model bridges or durrick, 
ladder, a camp kitchen, a camp shelter for 3 occupants; a raft that will carry himself, and know how to make a 
double sheare and single sheare pulleys. 


You are sure that Health is most important. You can be a Public Healthy Man. Know the modes of 
transmission of the diseases - diptheria, tuberculosis, measles, mumps, whooping cough, chicken pox, Typhoid 
Fever, Dysentry, Diarrhoea, small pox, Malaria, Ring Worm, Scabies, Plague, Cholera, Chicken Pox, Dengue 
— measures adopted by the Sanitary Authorities to prevent their spread and steps to eradicate pests such as 
mosquitoes, rats, bed bugs, flies, and know and educate people how to dispose of garbage and know about 
camp sanitation with reference to kitchen, latrine, washing places, drinking water and food shortage. 


You can be an Herbalist. Make a collection of atleast 20 Medicinal Herbs: neatly mount them in a 
book for reference and frequent identification and twelve herbs used in cooking. The collection should contain 
leaves, roots and skins of the herbs.

“GOOD CITIZENSHIP THROUGH DEVELOPMENT OF CHARACTER, HEALTH, HANDICRAFTS AND 
SERVICE”. That is alround development of the boy of the whole personality. PHYSICAL, MENTAL SPIRITUAL 
AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, enables him to take up a constructive and useful place in the SOCIETY.

even during week — end camping. 

THE ROVER’S OWN :- Are fine experience in Scouting. But these simple, undenomination and usually 
out door services for those with in Scouting, do not replace the practice of regular place of worship. They are 
the most useful supplement to a Rover Scouts Spiritual Life, for, they show him how “Rover Scouting of all 
creeds and denominations can worship together on a common basis in a place of worship, of their own choice. 
“ALL FAITHS PRAYER” The common basis is the fact that all have taken the same PROMISE and LAW and 


trying to live upto them and thus each one develops his character within himself. 

SCOUTING brings men of all creeds, Religions and conditions of life to live together in a Camp on a 
common Footing, Sharing the simple things of life. 

SCOUTING has accomplished what skilled diplomacy and state, craft have failed to do, and that is to 
bring PEACE and HARMONY and CONCORD and HAPPINESS to men of different Nations, because 
SCOUTING has placed “DUTY TO GOD" in the forefront of the Demands. 

Finally SCOUTING produces MEN OF GOOD FAIT’H, GOOD CHARACTER, GOOD CHEER and 
WIDE OUT LOOK.

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Origin and History of Rover Scouting 


In tracing the origin of (Rover Scouting) the Older Scouts Branch, it is necessary to go back to 
January, 1914, when the formation of the “Scouts Friendly Society as a brotherhood of old scouts, 


was first mooted. The objects of the society, which as registered thatyear, were as set out in the original 
prospectus: 


1. To keep the Boy Scouts in touch with each other and with the movement when they have to leave 
their troop and go out to battle with the world. 


2. To preserve the ideals of good citizenship which they have been taught as Scouts. 


3. The attract to the movement, young men who have been scouts, and to give them an opportunity 
for rendering service to their country.. 


During 1917 a more definite Senior Scheme was promulgated based on threefold problem. 
!. How to retain the older Scouts under good influence 


2. What to do with the many Queen Scouts after returning from service with anxious to take up 
work with the old troop. 


3. | What to do with the boys who “Discrad”’, “Scouting” at the age of 16 or 17, but do not want to join 
a troop with muchyounger boys. 


In September, 1918 a pamphlet was issued “Rules for Rover Scouts”. This marked the official 


Start of the Rover Scout Section. 


In April, 1920 “Notes on the Training of Rover Scouts” was issued in two parts. Minimum age 
for Rover Scouts raised from 15 to 17% 


In August, 1920 Rover Scouts took part in the Jamboree at Olympia. This was the first occasion 
in which Rover Scouts had come prominently and conspicuously to the notice of the general public. 


The services reduced by the Rovers in the Jamboree was very well received and recognised and 
it paved the way for the Rover Section to get established as something to be reckoned with. 


Soon after this Rover Scouts gradually took shape under the guidance of Colonel De Burgh. 
In October, 1921 A “Crucial Conference” on Rovers was held. This was a meeting of Men of 


Special experience invited by the Founder Baden Powell to discuss with him the future of the New 
Section. 


B.P’s own view of the Need and Methods of Rover Scouts are expressed in the following 
Viemorandum. 
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“My own feeling is that the Rover is the third progressive step in the education of the Boy Scout, 
and its importance is that it completes his education and holds him under Good influences and in good 
companionship at the critical period of his life”. 

Butyou cannot hold a lad without giving him some definite objectives and activities. So we 
offer service. 

Under “Service” 1 should include the progressive steps: 

“Service to Self 

“Service to the Movement” 

“Service to the Community 

When the question of hand book for Rovers Arose, comparable with scouting for boys and ““The 


wolf clubs” hand bood, “B.P. did not at first see his way clear. He wanted the new branch to be elastic 
and so, in his view, there could not be any hard and fast scheme of practical training”. 


In November 1922, the book “Rovering to Success” was published by the “Chief Scout”. It 


was addressed to young men in the Form of Advice and Guidance in the many problems of young 
manhood. It was also to encourage and inspire good citizenship and as such it has had a remarkable 
success, far beyond the movement itself. 


In 1923, separates test of Rover were prescribed in the Edition of Policy, Organisation and 


Rules. Mr. P.B. Navill was appointed as Rover Commissioner. 


In 1924, the services of the Rovers were utilised for the jobs as Police, Guide, Stage Hands, 


Railway Transport Officers and so on. They rendered splendid services in the IMPERIAL 
IAMBOREEheldatWembly. 


In November 1924, The Chief Scout suggested the Ceremony for Investiture of Rover Scouts 
was held for the first time. 


In Easter (December the next day of ‘X’ Mas) of 1926, the First National Rover Meet was held 
at Albert Hall, London, U.K. 


The moot concluded with a conference in which the old idea “Rovers run themselves” had been 
more or less exploded. AS there is increasing number of Rover crews, there was a want active and 
Effective Leadership and guidance and need and provision of warranted Scouters as Leaders in Rover 
Section was also felt. 


In 1927, an Open Scout Conference was held at Bournmouth, in which Group System was 


introduced. 
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In 1927, warrants as District Rover Scout Leaders, Rover Scout Leaders and Assistant Rover 


Scout Leaders were issued. 


In 1927, the National Rover Moot was held at Birmingham Over-Whitsun in that the “System 


of Test and Badges for Rovers came under severe criticism. 


In February, 1929. coming-of-age World Jamboree held at Arrow Park. 50,000 scouts wre in 


the /amboree Camp Administration by Scouters and Rovers. Earlier conditions were discussed. 


In April, 1930, the Open Scout Conference held at Birmingham Imperial Headquarters put 


forward alternative proposals. In June 1930 Scout Policy and Rules came in to effect. 


In August, 1930, National Rover Moot was held at Anchengillan, the Glasgow Scout Camping 


Ground. 


In 1931, First World Roover Moot was held in Kandersteg, Switzerland. August attended 
3000 Rovers from 23 different nations. 


In 1934. “The Rover World Magaizne was published” 

In E935. August, World Rover Scout Moot was held in Switzerland. 

In 1935, the Second World Rover Moot held in Ingaro, Sweeden, in which 3000 Rovers from 
23 difference countries have participated and rendered remarkable Services. 


It marked the Acceptance of Rovering by the worldwide brotherhood, of Scouts and argued well 


for the success of Rover Scouting in future. 
In 1939,3rd World Rover Moot was held in Monzie Crieff, Scotland. 


In June, 1940, as a result of fuller enouiry and investigation, a Revised Rover Scout Policy and 


Rules came into effect and remained in force. 
In August, 1940, National Rover Moot held at Auchengillan, the Glas gow Scout Camping Ground. 


In August, 1941, World Moot held at Kmdersteg in Switzerland. 3000 Rovers from 23 Nations 
ind Fifteen parts of the British Commonwealth attended the Moot. 
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This again confirmed and marked the acceptance of revering by the Worldwide Brotherhood of 


Scout and for the success of the Rover Scouting in the future. 


In 1946, The New Pan for Roveingwas introduced. The Senior Scout Section was officially 


started. 
In 1949,4th World Rover Moot held at Skajk, Norway. 
In 1953, New Rules for Rover Scout published. 
5th World Rover Scout Moot held at Kinderstag, Switzerland. 
In 1956, rover Scouting became 4th Section. 
I Cub, II Scout, I Senior Section, IV Rover Section. 
In 1957,6th World Rover Scout Moot in Birmingham, England, U.K.

It is the result of active work rather than the passive enjoyment of pleasure. 


It is dinned into the years of all ROVERS that their successes depends upon their Individual Effort in 
he Voyage of Life, and the avoidance of all temptations or obstacles like Betting, Falls Sport, Bribing, whine, 
and other forms self indulgence, Dangers of wrong attitude towards Women, and Extremism in Politics, Irreligion, 
atc., depicted as Rocks by LORD BADEN POWELL. 


The vices of betting, false sport, getting easy money, Bribes, etc., can be erased through Active hobbies 
and Earning money with Hard work, Whine and other forms of self indulgence canbe nipped in the bud stage 
vith Self controlled character. Dangers of a wrong ttitude towards Women can be set out by Chivalry and 
Jealth of mind and Body. Extremism in politics, irreligion can be kept at bay by service for your Fellowmen 
ind GOD. 


Real men and youth needed The Nation, free from the above Temptations and obstacles. "The Back 
Voods" is the best school for man making. And they are the objects of Rover Branch of Scouting.

As 
guiding is a game - so it requires movement. The girls should keep moving - how again?

comes to write against our name" He writes not whether we have won or lost but how we played the game". 


Our movement has been built on four sound pillars character, health, handicraft service. If the Guider 
incharge of a guide company conscientiously brings in these points in her weekly programme, her company 
would benefit greatly and the trouble taken will be worthwhile. | would like to share with you some of her ideas 
which could help us in training our girls. | Say again that guiding is character training. When a girl at the age of 
eleven joins her company, she is known as a recruit and has to pass her tenderfoot tests after which she is 
enrolled as a guide. This tenderfoot is the foundation of all our test work and therefore we must be very sure 
that our teaching is sound and ever lasting and never forget, our own behaviour should be correct. We should 
be an example to the recruit and so prepare her at her enrolment when she is able to accept the responsibility 
of being a guide. 


Some of the Pravesh tests are the Promise, Law, Tracking sings, Signals, Knots, Flags etc., but the 
most important is the law and promise — the foundations of guiding. There is a tremendous thrill and responsibility 
in possessing a guide badge. We are lucky to have the law, to help us in our efforts to live a good, helpful life. 
If each month we take one law and see how we can make it really practical in our daily lives, it would really be 
a help to us as well as to our guides. Let us take the first Law "A Guide is Trustworthy". This is the foundation 
of the other eight laws and we have each one of us to set our own standards of behaviour. "To do my best, to 
do my duty, to God and my Country". This is best known only to ourselves, as, for instance, keeping to ourselves 
some secret resolves made, the running of errands, posting letters etc. If we can prove ourselves absolutely 
dependable in small things, we will be prepared for greater service to God, Let us take the Fourth Law — "A 
Guide is Courtious" — meaning polite, kind, ever ready to help another, considerate, tactful, gracious in manners 
and address. "Not to hurt another's feelings" as we often do by criticizing others or correcting them in the 
presence of others. This law is really importnat and should be well discussed with guides. Here is a question. 


"Of courtesy it is much less 
Than courage of heart of holiness 
Yet, in my walk it seems to me 


That the grace of God is in Courtesy." 
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The other laws such as sisterhood, usefulness, obedience, thrift are so well prepared by our Chief 
Scout and form a religion by themselves. So if we break one Law, say honesty then we are not honest and so 
on. 


Next the flags of the Association and the Nation — teach respect, loyalty, appreciation of the sacrifices of 
the past leaders, especially respecful behaviour when the National Anthem is sung. 


The proper uses of Knots help keep the ends of the rope properly whipped and prevent them from 
graying-links up with the eighth law of thrift. 

Sings : Tracking signals etc., one of the most exciting part of our guiding. They teach us to use our eyes 
and our wits and help us to use natural things such as stones, twigs, foot prints and so set her off on a "Be 
prepared" adventure. 


Wood Craft : This is a wonderful subject which appeals to old and young. It deals with nature such as 
trees, birds, flowers, sky, earth and everything made by God, for it is said from "Nature to Nature’. 


So friends, let us aim at a high standard of work. Our guides will rise to the occasion and not only learn 


a tremendous lot, but they will also lay a strong foundation for their future development. Good luck and good 
Guiding.

Play games is a very important part of Bulbul Training. Play as a method is the best 
media by which children learn ABC of guiding most naturally and spontaneously. Lord 
Baden Powell, the founder of the Movement said that play is the first great education by 
itself. A brief game is one of the most potent weapon used in the training of children 


mentally and physically. 


While at play a child is most receptive with brain and body perfectly coordinated. 


Play teachers the child the great qualities of strict observation of rules, self control, good 
temper, discipline, team spirit and unselfishness. Through play way method, the child 
becomes brisk and skilful in her games. She also learns to coordinate her muscles and Mind. 


It is during the game that the Flock Leader can get the right tone in the Flock. Game is one of the best 
means to promote laughter and care-free atmosphere which are essential to every one, especially to children 
of bulbul age. Free laughter makes them reveal all that is in their minds without concealing anything. At this 
habit forming age they learn to be truthful. 


The healthy traits that are acquired while playing games, room a permanent basis for the future behavior 
in children and these good habits go a long way in building up the character of these girls. 


Preaching in a boring way simply, becomes ineffective. Correcting a wrong habit is still more difficult. 
Once a Wrong habit is formed it is not easy to eradicate it. Correct way of life and right principles can better be 
instilled into these young lives through games. 


Every Bulbul game has a purpose, namely to inculcate a good habit or teach a new art or a new skill. 
Game is a sugar coating which wraps up the pill and the girls take the pill happily and learn a lot and get trained 
on the right lines without knowing its purpose; while all this time they enjoy every minute of the time spent on 
games. Greater enjoyment betters the result keener. The more keener they are, the more will be they strengthen 
their memories. 


Test Badge work and other skills bring laughter to Bulbul through games. They only play and are not 


aware of the fact that they are being tested. It is obvious, therefore, that games play a vital role in the training 
of Bulbuls.

Taking the Brown sea experimental Scout Camp as a model, other camps had been organised in Britain 
with equal success. The thought gradually formed that it would be interesting to take a poll of Public Opinion 
organising a Scout meeting on a National level. A rally call was sent out to all Britain Scouts to assemble at 
Crystal Palace, London on Saturday 4th September, 1909 for a display and March past. The result was a 
resounding success. More than 10,000 boys from every part of United Kingdom dressed in Shorts. Shirts, 
broad rimmed hats, scarf and staff — a uniform adapted by Scouts themselves in imitation to what B.P. had worn 
in South Africa, responded to the call and assembled. They put ona display of their Scout prowess that echoed 
throughout the land. B.P. was more than gratified with the number and enthusiasm of the troops which attended 
and the standard of proficiency which they showed in their work. 


That day rain was threatening. So the Scouts were assembled inside the palace and the March Past 
was arranged. They were counted as they entered at one door and went out at the other. Some (7) Girls also 
came in Scout Uniform. They wore the Scout hats and scarves with their feminine dress and carried poles 
(Staves). They had arrived uninvited and unwanted and insisted on joining the rally as they declared they were 
"Girl Scouts" and knew the Scout Tests. 


After the March Past they sent a message and asked the Chief Scout if he would go and see them. He 
went and talked to them. When B.P. asked the girls who they were? their leader replied that they were the "Wolf 
Patrol" of the Girl Scouts and they wanted to do Scoutoing like boys. He told them that Scouting was for boys 
and that he did not think they could well share the same. This was not very encouraging because there were 
two great objections in 1909 to small patrols of girls hanging on the Scout Troops. On the one hand the public 
disapproved thinking it unsafe for girls and on the other the Scouts themselves did not want girls. 


But the girls would not be put off by discouragement. They collected a little sporadic groups and read 
"Scouting for Boys". They dressed up in Scout hats and belts and under the leadership of one of themselves 
they started to work the Scout Tests. 


The Chief himself realised that the new Scout Movement would not attract the type of boys he wanted 
if girls were to be part of the organisation. And he decided that if they wanted to join in they should have their 
own name and movement and a programme suited to their needs, and that the Movement for girls should be 
run the work of adapting the book "Scouting for Boys’. 


That year the Guide Movement was formally founded with the establishment of the Girl Guide Association 
(UK). 


In the year 1928 the World Association of Girl Guides and Girl Scouts was formed and as on to-day 
there are 140 member countries affiliated to it.

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Brother Renuka — His role in Scouting

The world is a stage Great people come into this world, play their role, leave 
their marks and go to the place from where they have come. A few follow the foot prints 
left by their predecessors. 


| have to take you all back to 1950s. | was looking at the notice board in the 

Government Arts College, Srikakulam which was started with Intermediate classes during 
1951-1953. That was a circular sent by Scout Officer. Shri K. Renuka Prasad, State 
Organizing Commissioner (Scouts) was going to give a lecture. | was in Inter 1st year. | —~ 
Mr. K. Renuka Prasad was well known as Brother Renuka. He was so popular at 
Kakinada that his address was Brother Renuka, Kakinada. He made an announcement 
that 50% concession would be given for Students who would like to attend the Scout 
Masters Training Course at Karrivalasa near Salur in Srikakulam district. It was held from 2-1-1953 to 13-1- 
1953. Our College Principal promised to grant 50% of the expenditure. My application was accepted after 
giving exemption for my underage. 


The things attracted me in him were (1) His personality, (2) His spirit of Nationality, (3) His helping 
nature, (4) His love for God. 


(1) His Personality : 


His personality was unique, no one has possessed that. He was fearless, but respected the authority. 
He was able to bring the harmonious development of body, mind and soul. 


The Regional Camping and Training Center at Vizianagaram was his creation. A Scout Master Training 
Camp was conducted there. | had the opportunity to work under him as Assistant Camp Officer for a number 
of years. H.E. C.M. Trivedi was the 1st Governor of Andhra Pradesh visited the camp. Only half an hour 
programme was given. Mr. Trivedi and Mrs. Trivedi enthusiastically participated in the programme. The 
programme was successfully completed. Both of them wanted the programme to be completed further. If it 
were others, they would have made a mess. But it was Brother Renuka, he tactfully decliness the request and 
made him understand the value of time bound programme. He was very much pleased and sanctioned Rs.5/ 
- as Scout Master's allowance for the first time then and there. He also made Vizianagaram the Scout Capital 
for the coastal region. That was Brother Renuka. 


(2) His Spirit of Nationality : 

Mr. N. Bhagavandas, |.A.S., the then District Collector of Srikakulam was an appraiser of Brother 
Renuka. Brother Renuka used to keep one new pair of Uniform with him. In general he used to request the 
Collector to inaugurate the Camp. He used to say that it would be better to inaugurate in Scout Uniform as 


President of the District Association. As he expressed his inability as he had no pair of Scout Uniform on the 
spot, he at once took the pair and made him the Uniform. That was Brother Renuka. 


Once | think it was at Anaparty Scout Masters and Guide Captains Camp was organized. A Christian 
Couple attended the camp. They were separated for a decade. He came to know, counseled them and made 
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them unite in a separate tent for a couple of days during the camp. The both prostrated before him before 
leaving the camp and washed his feet with tears of joy expressing their gratitude. They came with disgruntled 
feelings but left with a spirit of union. That was Brother Renuka. 


During camp, he was disciplined, very strict during the training course, counseled as parent and fed 
them with motherly care. The Menu he served can never be forgotten by any one who knew him. He personally 
cooked food sometimes served them bellyful. His food was nourishing, sumptuous variety, healthy, and 
balanced. He pumped in the Scout spirit in every soul that attended the Camp. 


Every one used to feel that they missed it while they were young and were leaving out the camp after 
completion to see that the younger generation should not miss it. 


The State Camporees he organized were unparallel. | remember the first Guntur Camporee and 
Kakinada Camporee. Even now Scouters like Mr.V.R. Ganathy remembered how well it was organized and 
how many thousands of Scouts and Guides were supplied with soft drinks and Tiffin's for every half a kilometer 
during their march-past in the town. 


(3) His Spirit of Nationality : 


Once he was sent to Aruku Valley to conduct a camp. One girijan boy was taken to assist kitchen work. 
After the camp was over he brought him along with him and kept him in his house. You don't believe if | say 
that daily he used to take three kgs. of rice. He was very strong and study. He taught him how to run rickshaw, 
arranged a rickshaw and taught him how to lead life in urban areas. He got him marriedto a lady and made 
him a householder. That was Brother Renuka. 


He encouraged orphans to prosecute their studies. One room in his house was kept for that purpose, 
and | studied in his house and completed my graduation. When | left my house after my graduation, he could 
not bear my separation and wrote a post card asking me to return home and stay with him. He wanted me to 
be with him in his house but fate driven me out to work else where. 


(4) His love for God : 


He was a god minded man. He loved nature. He was almost sleeping in open areas. Mother Renuka 
was his Ista Devata once he told me, when he was sleeping outside and started raining. He was sufficiently 
old at that time. Nobody was there at that time to lift the cot and Divine mother came and helped him. He was 
praying for the welfare of the campers. Even Cobras were lying on his bed during Camps. But he never killed 
them. | have seen some photos of that nature in his albums. 


He had seen the ups and downs in his life. But he was brave. He whistled and smiled under all 
difficulties. Photography was his hobby. He developed it. He filmed every thing about kakinada and presented 
it to the Kakinada Municipality and for that he was honoured. 


He started one Dramatic Association and named Keela Samithi (as | remember its name) and amateuss 
were trained and famous cine actress Smt. Anjali Devi was under his Team. He enacted many dramas on the 
stage. 


His greatness lies in his behaviour, moulding of the persons during the training cours.e. No one could 
do that. He made them know how to respect another man. Such versatile person passed away peacefully at 
the age of 86 years. May God keep his soul rest in peace! His motto was to 'be prepared’ to do his best to do 
his duty to God and Country, to help others and to follow the Scout Law. 


His last wish was to donate Rs.10,000/- and it was fulfilled by his son, Sri Renuka Ram. 
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Camping, Hiking and Tracking for Boys & Girls

Camping is one of the methods we adopt to train Scouts. The object of camping is (1) to B 
meet the boy's desire for open air life and (2) to put him completely in the hands of his scout 
master for a day or two for individual training in character and initiative and in physical and 
moral development. 


Camping is main objective for Scouting. The children in the camp will meet their | - 
enthusiasm and taste in the first place. Camping helps the children in developing their character, U-—___ #4 
By encouraging them to live in the open camp provides added opportunities to them. This brings them in 
delightful experience, resourcefulness, self reliance, become considerate to others. Excelient discipline of camp 
tradition expects them to do the right thing for themselves. 


The word camp has four letter C A M P. These are interpreted to mean 1) Cleanliness, 2) Activity, 
3) Method and 4) Pleasantness. 


Another interpretation is Careful Arrangements Made Previously. 


A Fort night's preparation would be needed even for a day's camp. Camp without careful preparation 
and fore thought would be hasty, clumsy and not well planned. Scouts may not enjoy such camps. 


There is no room for lazyness, shirnking or loafing in camps. A definite programme of work should be 
laid. Scout must be seen with a bent back i.e., doing some work or other, no loafing around. 


In scout camp scout masters can inculcate in pleasing manner, four main points of scout training (1) 
Character, (2) Service for others (3) body health or strength and (4) Skills Camping brings the boy nearer to 
God through direct appeal of nature and her store of wonders. 


In A.P. State we have set up permanent camping Centres at Jeedimetla, Horsiely hills, Vizianagaram, 
Machilipatnam, Thadikonda and Srikakulam. In these centers the adults and children receive training in camp 
craft, nature study, embibe the spirit of out doors and brother-hood of the back-woods. This is the real objective 
of the scout training and key to the success. 


Scouts find in their out door pursuits and camping some of the skills to make hiking and camping 
enjoyable. Camping, surveying, water sking, canoing, railing, rafting, fishing, hunting, tracking and follow these 
adventurous persuits. They find not merely enjoyment but personal fitness strength and character. 


Hiking : What is hiking — walking with a purpose. A hike is a walk with purpose say for more than an hour 
and often a hike will last all day. There are afternoon hike, day hike, over night hike weekend hike and so on. 
Careful planning is necessary. Planning includes, Where to go, when to leave, when to return, equipment, 
food, packing the kit, parents permission and what to do on the way. Purpose of life must be clearly understood 
before the mike is undertaken, it is not joy walking or day dreaming. A definate assignment of work, voluntarily 
undertake but not thrusted by others, a particular tract of country bird watching, tracking, spooring and other 
exercises may be included in the course of hikes. 
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It is better to undertake Hikes in the strange country not to plan in places which are familiear to Hikers 


Two essential things for a successful hikes are 1. A strong will or determination and 2 a stout pair of shoes. 


Hiking can be fun or pure misery depending upon the condition of your feet, washing the feet anc 
applying dry soap, between the toes trimming the toe nails straight across, then wearing socks and well fittec 
shoes are essential. Hunters shoes or kets or canvass shoes or "way masters" manufactured by Bata are 
recommended. One can walk faster and easier, carry small tin containing skin ointment (Zambuck) and appl 
delicately between the toes to avoid soring. One extra pair of socks and extra pair of uniform would be hand t 
the tip of the scout staff and wear it again when it gets dry. Broad brimmed hat protects from hot sun and rain 
During hikes select nourishing dishes. The food taken must be wholesome but not excessive, after taking foo 
one must not feel fatigue. If regular lunch is not possible, one can use snacks. While on journey nothing shoul 
be eaten on the way, particularly, fruit, milk and sweets which get easily contaminated. What ever is carried of 
the back should be cooked and consumed, in the open and enjoy the nature's beauty and wonder. Indoor sta 
defeats the purpose of the hike. A hiker has to be prepared for emergencies. 


"Never Drink all your water 
Never eat all your food". 


Whether one carries all the essential hike kit or not, note book and Pencil should not be avoided. The 
one must for preparation of journey log. It is praise-worthy to note that half a dozen Rover scouts from Wes 
Bengal covered over ten thousand kilo meters and reached Denmark, Norway by Pedal Bicycle and attende 
Nardiac Jamborce in 1975 August. They covered the distance by Bicycle. Pedaling a Bicycle is fun but greate 
fun lies by covering the distance by foot only. 


Tracking : The value of sensetraining i.e. observation and dedication which forms the most valuabl 
asset in a man's character can not be introduced in the school curriculum unless school adopts the Boy scout 
training. To begin with training in tracking has a great eductional value for the boy or girl. Observation develop 
to a remarkable degree. The lertness and efficiency of senses by continuous practice, the eye sight become 
keen also. Alongwith other senses, smell, thouch, taste and memory. More observation is of no value unles 
deduction is also there. Deduction promotes in still more wonderful way, the alertness of mind, through reasoning 
imagination patience, commensence and memory. 


By tracking the animals, birds by their tracks or foot prints one can understand whether the animal ¢ 
bird went on normal stride, running or chased or afraid etc. From birds tracks one can know whether the bir 
usually inhabit on ground (hen, cock, crow etc) or on trees. 


A human track when observed can be clearly read, whether it is ordinary walking, running, fast walking 
walking carrying weight or blind man's walk, track of a man with unsound state of man or cripple etc. Similar 
of animals sex can also be read from tracks. The chief scout of the world in the wonderful book scouting f 
boys has furnished interesting information. The character of a person can be judged by the tracks. India 
shikaries are famous in tracking wild animals. It is an interesting subject for scouts who spend considerab| 
time on this hobby enabling them to specialise in tracking and gain trackers badge. 
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What is a Jamboree

The word Jamboree means a rally of Scouts and Guides and it is a get-together 
to establish friendship among the participants of the nations to develop peace and 
happiness, during the time of their stay in the camp. 


During 1920, the first International Scout gathering was held at Olympia. Lord 
Baden Powel coined the word "jamboree". In plain precise terms, a jamboree is an 
International or National gathering of Scouts and Guides who assemble in large number f- 
in one place and live together as one big happy family for a few days. 


During the time of their stay, distinction of caste, creed or colour are forgotten and a 
the boys freely mix together and as it means at every Jamboree, lasting friedship is formed even between two 
scouts or guides living thousands of miles apart. In short atmosphere of "Better Understanding" is created. 


The Founder puts it as "It is a get-to-gather to establish friendship amongst members of the Nations and 
to help develop peace and happiness in the world and goodwill amongst men". 


Jamboree makes new friends and maintains such friendship. 


OVER EARLIER JAMBOREES

All India Jamboree 


All India Jamboree is organized once in every four years. It is a wonderful devmonstratrion of national 
unity. The first indian Jambore was held at Worli, Bombay in December 1927. Dr. Annie Besant and Lord Irwin, 
the Viceroy of India were among the distinguished visitors to this Jamboree. The Second Indian Jamboree was 
organized at Delhi in February 1937 where the Lord and Lady Baden Powell came from London to attend this 
jamboree. 


First All-indian Jamboree 


After Independence the first All-Indian Jamboree was held from 27th December to 31st December 
1953 in Secunderabad, Andhra Pradesh. It was inaugurated by the first Prime Minister of India Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru. About 6,000 Scouts and Guides participated in this Jamboree. On 31st December, 1953 Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad the then President of India presided over the closing ceremony of the jamboree. 


Second All-Indian Jamboree 


This was held at Bani Park in Jaipur, Rajasthan from 27th December to 31st December 1956. More 
than 10,000 Scouts and Guides from all parts of India participated in the jamboree. Governor of Rajasthan 
inaugurated the Jamboree and Dr. Kailashnath Katju, the then Defence Minister presided over the closing 
ceremony. 


Third All-India Jamboree 


This was held from 27th December 1960 to 1st January 1961 in Sadasiva Nagar in Bangalore, Karnataka. 
This was graced by the presence of Lady Olave Baden Powell. About 11,000 Scouts and Guides participated 
in this jamboree. Maharaja of Mysore inaugurated the jamboree on 27th December 1960. 
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Fourth All-India Jamboree 
This was held at Sangam in Allahabad, Uttar Pradesh from December 27th to 31 December 1964 
More than 11,000 Scouts and Guides participated in the event. 


Fifth All-lndia Jamboree 

This was held in Kalyani in West Bengal from 27th to 31st December 1967. The Jamboree wa: 
inaugurated by the Deputy Prime Minister Mr. Morarji Desai and closing ceremony was presided over the 
President of India Dr. Zakir Husain. Over 17,000 Scouts and guides from all parts of Country participated in the 
event. On this Scouts and Guides from many countries also participated in the Jamboree. 


Sixth All-India Jamboree 

This was held at Milk Colony in Goregaon, Bombay from December 27th to 31st 1970. The Jambore: 
was inaugurated by Mr.V.K.R.V. Rao, the then Education Minister. More than 16,000 Scouts and Guide: 
participated in this event. 


Seventh All-India Jamboree 


This was held in Faridabad, Haryana, from November 7th to 11th, 1974. The Prime Minister of Indi: 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi inaugurated the Jamboree and the closing ceremory was presided over by the President ¢ 
India Mr. Frkhruddin Ali Anmed. Over 18,000 Scouts and Guides participated in this jamboree. Scouts fror 
many other countries were also present. 


Eighth All-India Jamboree 


This was held in Maraimalai Nagar in Madras, Tamil Nadu from January 18th to 22nd 1979. It wa 
inaugurated by the Prime Minister Mr. Morarji Desai. The closing ceremory was presided over by the Tam 
Nadu Chief Minister Mr. M.G. Ramachandran. About 20,000 Scouts from all parts of the country participated i 
this jamboree. 


Ninth All-India Jamboree 


This was organized in the campus of Magadh University in Bodh Gaya, Bihar from December 27th t 
31st, 1982. Mr. Pranab Mukherjee, the then Finance Minister inaugurated this jamboree and erstwhile Chie 
Minister of Bihar Dr. Jagannath Mishra Presided over the closing ceremony. About 25,000 Scouts and Guide 
participated in the jamboree. 


Tenth All-India Jamboree 


This National Jamboree was organized at Palace Grounds, Bangalore, and Karnataka from Januat 
3rd to 9th, 1986. Mr. S.B. Chavan, the then Home Minister of India inaugurated the jamboree. Former Prim 
Minister Late Mr.Rajiv Gandhi visited the Jamboree on 6th January 1986. Mr.A.N. Banerjee, the then Governe 
of Karnataka was the Chief Guest at the closing ceremony on 9th January 1986. About 20,000 Scout ar 
Guides took part in this Jamboree. | | 


Eleventh All-India Jamboree 


the 11th National Jamboree was held at Bhopal, M.P. from January 2 to 9, 1990. About 25,000 Scou: 
and Guides participated. It was inaugurated by Mr.Shyam Charan Shukla, the then Chief Minister of M.P. 
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Tenth Asia-Pacific Jamboree 


This jamboree was held at Himayat Nagar near Hyderabad from 3rd to 10th January 1987. The jamboree 
was inaugurated by the president of India Sri Gnani Zail Singh, on 4th January 1987 and Sri N.T. Rama Rao, 
the then Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh was the chief guest for the valedictory function on 9th January 1987.

Social thinking, too is undergoing a change. The new pattern of society that is emerging is the 
‘KNOWLEDGE SOCIETY’ and life long education is the keystone of this learning society which can be 
acquired through a multiplicity of means. Fundamentals of the process of learning are widening, deepening 
and lightening the consciousness, there is a constant flow and glow in the frontiers of learning and ni 
knowledge. 


In fact the 21st century is a ‘digital century’ making us an ‘internet society’ in which the ‘Cybe 
Revolution’ is the true indicator of growth, appreciation of things is changing so fast that Scouting ane 
Guiding must adapt to the changes in order to retain its relevance to the times. We have to accelerate th: 
quantitative growth without compromising the quality. Image, utility as well as potential of the Movemen 
have to be further improved by using the new techniques especially the electronic media. 


The first and the foremost problem which is interlinked with the sustained development of th: 
society is ‘PEACE’. The last century has witnessed two World Wars which left the humanity woundec 
and bleeding. This has heightened the need to accelerate the process of peace. The hegemony of ‘nation 
state’ and the role of ultra nationlism is being questioned. Efforts are being made to control the proliferation 
and use of nuclear arms and other weapons of mass destruction, voices raised from time to time fo 
disarmament and there is a greater demand for harmony and peace. In the changed context, the Scout 
should not only restrict themselves to service activities, they have to act as the messengers of peace ane 
use their rationality outside the routine progrmme of activities. Though the military confrontations hav 
been reduced considerably but the developing countries still suffer the most. In the absence of Peace, th 
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Money available with them gets diverted from essentials and the popular attention gets focused on issues 


of conflict rather than development although only sustained development can ameliorated the condition 
of the poor and the downtrodden. 


The rise of terrorism and communal conflicts in more recent past have greatly impeded sustained 
development. The politics of confrontation in the past century and race for power, regimented thinking, 
and the rise of fundamentalism have been fanning the flames of violence. In such a society, the role of 
Scouts & guides does not remain confined to serve the victims and work for their settlement only, they 
eat make efforts to stop the conflicts and tackle the causes which lead to conflicts and disharmony. — 


The duty of the Bharat Scout & Guides in this context is all the more important because we belong 
to a country which has place of special significance in the third world. India has always ben working for 
peace, this land of Lord Mahavir, Gautam Buddha and Mahatma Gandhi has special responsibility. It 
must set an example of harmonious living. 


This goes to the credit of the Scout & Guides that even in the prepartitioned India inspite of the 
communal dissensions creeping into the society they maintained unity in their rank and file, they worked 
together and served the people without any distinction of caste, colour and creed. There was a Scout 
lambaree in Karanchi in 1946 which was a show of harmony, the India contingent attending the World 
Scout Jamboree in France in August 1947 displayed remarkable unity and harmony by celebrating the 
historic event of Independence of both India and Pakistan unitedly. The communal divided which added - 
a chapter written with human blood in the history of India, resulted in the uprooting of millions, killing 
of lakhs and destruction of property worth billions of rupees, but is did not affect the Scout & Guide 
community of both India and Pakistan which maintained good relations. 


The contribution of Scouts and Guides to ‘Peace’ in the sense it is used today was started in 1962 
when thousands of migrants crossed over to India from Tibetas refugees and there was turmoil in the 
North East. The foreign attack on our borders had electrified the whole nation. Every India rose up to 
meet the emergency. They Scouts & Guides got fully prepared to serve the nation and the National 
commissioner’s call for pledge to sere the country was taken up enthusiastically by the Scouts & Guides 
all over the country. They raised donations, organized blood donation camps, helped in civil defence, 
collected materials such as books, biscuits, milk powder packets, clothes etc. They organized rallies, 
meetings to arouse public to realize to the dangers of war. Scouts & Guides opened canteens at the railway 
stations and offered service for various types of work such as postal services, fire fighting, nursing the 
injured etc. They worked zealously with devotion in the war refugees camp set up at Diplu village in the 
Mikir Hill District of Assam. . 


The wars in 1965 and 1971 alerted the National further and the Scouts & Guides made coordinated 
efforts in the fields of civil defence and rehabilitations of the war refugees. A proficiency badge, too, was 
introduced. Relief services were started in the transit camps. Scouting & Guiding was started in the 
refugee camps at Salt Lake (Calcutta), Pachanpur (Gaya), Chanda, Manera (M.P.), Derapather in Assam 
and Dandakaranya project camps. Similar Scouting and Guding was started among Tibetan Refugees. 
Their first training camp was conducted in 1965 and today Tibetan Schools organization is registered as 
a special district for Scouting and Guiding with the National Headquarters of Bharat Scouts & Guides. 


The World Organisation of Scout Movement has launched a new project called ‘Gift for Peace’ as 
part of its centenary celebrations. As part of this project, we need to reorient or training, redesign our 
y ‘ogrammes and replan our activities so as to eradicated the psyche of conflict and disharmony which 
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first originates in the minds of human beings. For this, sustained effort have to be made to arouse the 
consciousness among the public to discard violence and fully understand what gifts peace an bring te 
them. 

The new role of Scouts & Guides as the catalytic agents of peace and harmony needs a new thinking 
and training to liberate their minds from the narrow vision of language, caste, colour and creed and 
devote themselves to work unitedly for peace even at the time when there is no war. We have to work 
zealously to inculcate the values of peace and harmony among the people especially the emergingyoung 
generation. For this, we need a we orientation to our training to change us from ‘within’ and develop 
unflinching loyalty to the oneness of mankind and view the world as one family in the spirit of as preachee 
in Bhagwad Gita. The change which come from within is always more positive and permanent. Aftei 
change from within, the change from ‘Without’ should be our next step. No doubt, such efforts have beer 
made in the past also e.g., the peace post cards campaign, peace walks and rallies, meetings etc., have 
been a part of our programme but we have to do much more. We should take up the training for emotiona’ 
stability, liberalization of our thinking and awakening of the soul. This starts with the individual membet 
but a collective training in meditation, self control, yoga etc., can also be introduced. Effective ane 
interesting programmes should also be arranged in the public field which can include street corner plays 
films shows, dramas, music concerts, poetic symposia etc. on the theme of peace. These should be arrange 
in such a manner that the subject and concepts of peace does not become an imposition on the 3 commor 
man, rather it develops from within a self-realization. 


The World Organisation of Scout Movement have decided to propagate the theme of ‘One World 
One Promise’ as the theme of celebration of centenary of Scouting. Our Scout/Guide promises whict 
underlines our resolve to do duty to God, to our country and to help other people, is relevant for all time: 
and is a universal resolve to bring in peace, harmony and mutual goodwill. Only then, we will be doing 
out duty to God and our country.

Born on 18" September, 1974 Left the world on 29" April, 2006 
(Ananda Bhadrapada Bhahula Chaturdasi) (Vikrama Chaitra Bhahula Ekadas' 


It is not an easy task to attempt a biographical sketch of Bro. Renuka but yet | 
will try my best to bring forth certain events observed by me since | am acquainted with 
him for a long time. 


His Birth Place : 


Kakinada was called Kakanandivada named after Kaka a king of Ikshvaku line, | 
as per the earliest recorded history, Kakinada was a part of the terriotory under the | 
sway of the Andhras till 200 BC when it was conquered by Ashoka and formed part of 
the Mauryan Empire, which extended as far south as Amaravathi on the banks of river 
Krishna. The Andhras regained the territory later and were rulers till 220 AD. Then the anton was passed t 
Pallavas, Chalukyas, Cholas, Chodas, Kakatiyas of Warangal, Reddis of Korukonda and Kondaveedt 
Gajapathis of Orissa, Sultans of Bahamani, Nawab of Golkonda from whom the Gajapathis recovered th 
District in 1512. Then in the year 1515 through the conquest of Krishnadevaraya the district became a part c 
the great Vijayanagaram Empire. 


After the decline of the Empire the district passed again to Gajapathis of Orissa and then to Nawab c 
Golkonda in 1571 and Aurangazeb of Moghul dynasty in 1687 from whom the Subedar of Deccan (Nizar 
became independent in 1724. He ceded the district in 1753 to the French whom, the English defeated in 175: 
in a decisive war at Chendurthi, a few miles north to Gollaprolu near Pithapuram and restored the norther 
circars to the subedar of Deccan in 1759 till they were eventually ceded in 1765 to the English who took ove 
the administration and replaced the local Chieftains by Collectors in 1794. In 1684 the Nucleus of the Zaminda 
of Pithapuram which included Kakinada and surrounding areas came into existence as a grant by Nawab c 
Golkonda to Ramachandra Rao, Son of Tenugurao and Grandson of Madhavarao, a Sardar of the Nawab c 
Golkonda. The Jamindari was later lost to Nizam, who became possessed of the whole district and was re 
established in 1761. Bro.Renuka was not only born at Kakinada but also earned fame as a leader trainer i 
Cubbing, Scouting and Rovering. He was trained as Deputy Camp Chief (Cubs, Scouts & Rovers) in 1963 é 
National Training Centre, Pachmarhi, M.P., under the leadership of Sri T.V.Neelakantham, National Cam 
Chief. 


His Birth & Parentage 


In Kakinada, there was a street near Temple Street called “Kowthavari Street” in which late ‘Andhr 
Bheema’, Sri Kowtha Ramakrishnayya garu resided along with his lady Smt.Kameswaramma garu. The 
belong to a humble middle class family and after giving birth to a daughter named Late Smt.Kanakamma gart 
they lost some children and Smt. Kameswaramma garu worshipped Sri ‘Renuka Matha’, wife of safe Jamadagr 
and through her blessings had two sons. The eldest brother is named as Sri Kowtha Peda Renuka Var 
Prasada Rao, who is named as Sri Kowtha China Renuka Vara Prasada Rao, who passed away in 1990. 


Bro. Renuka Prasad was born on 18" September, 1914. 
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Childhood and Education : 


Sri Kowtha Ramakrishnayya garu started ‘Renuka Vyayama Mandali’ in Kakinada and used to give 
physical exercise practices to all youngsters including his children. He was titled as ‘Andhra Bhima’ and also 
the First Political Sufferer as the leader of Vande Mataram movement of 1906 and was sentenced two years 
rigorous imprisonment at Bellary. In 1923, the All India Congress session was held in Kakinada and late Sri 
Ramakrishnayya garu was looking after all Service work. Bro.Renuka was opportuned to be the leader of a 
small group of boys guarding the gates and attending to small works. Whether they worked, the two Renuka 
borthers along with Late Sri Dantu Bhaskar Rao, Ex-MLA and Ex-Municipal Chairman of Kakinada, used to 
keep together doing their best in whatever work that was entrusted to them. While moving round the Congress 
Pandals and looking at the great leaders of the country not knowing anything about the freedom fight of the 
country, they used to feel that those were Golden days and might not come again. One morning when they 
were together on duty at the main gate, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehruji observed them for a while, came to them, 
pinned some badges, embraced and blessed them. This incident was highly responsible to inspire at that age 
and make them ambitious for something unknown then. 


Bro. Renuka was trained in YMCA College of Physical Education at Madras during 1937. His marriage 
took place at Annavaram on 26-2-1937 with Smt. Rama Lakshmi, who hailed from Eranki family of Annavaram. 
He had two sons. The eldest son is Sri Kowtha Renuka Ram, B.A., who retired as Dy.Manager, State Bank of 
India and residing at Kakinada. The youngest son is Sri Kowtha Renuka Anand, B.Com., who is now working 
as Development Officer, Life Insurance Corporation of India, Anakapalle. 


As Bro. Renuka rightly puts in, 


“Little drops of water, little grains of sand, 
Make the mighty ocean and the pleasant land. 


Little deeds of kindness, little words of love, 
Help to make earth happy like the Heaven above”. (Julia A.F.Carney) 
What is said in the last two lines is indeed so true of the Scout movement. 


Out of comradeship comes happy life for all and this was well illustrated in the Camp life at the 4° State 
Scouts & Cuides Patrol Rally camp held at Kakinada in the Year 1964. Dr.Ram K.Vepa, I.A.S., District Collector 
and President, Rally Committee gave the highest cooperation and congregated all the District officials and 
instilled their hearty cooperation in the successful conduct of the Rally. With all the help and cooperation of 
worthy citizens of Kakinada and Sri Dantu Bhaskara Rao, MLA of Kakinada in particular, the State Scouts & 
Guides Rally camp was a tremendous success. Thus, Bro.Ranuka Prasad, DCC, Head Quarters Commissioner 
for Training and Deputy State Organising Commissioner (Scouts) for 1963 — 64 was made the Secretary of 
Rally Committee and Camp Commandant for the Rally. He wished the participants as “THE CAMP IS GOING 
TO BE WHAT YOU YOURSELVES MAKE IT;” (Camp is going to be what you yourselves make it). About 
2200 scouts, guides and Commissioners participated in the route march through the thoroughfares of Kakina 
brought out its grandeur and all along the route people gave the boy scouts and guides a big welcome and 
showered flowers and affection in overwhelming measure. 


In the year 1935, Bro. Renuka studies |.Sc. at Benaras Hindu University and was a keen disciple of 
Pandit Late Sri Madan Mohan Malavyaji. He was trained in UTC and also trained in Govt. of India Civil 
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Defence staff college as (i) Civil Defence instructor, India (2) Member, Civil Defence Staff Collge. During th 
stay at Benaras he was a Rover Scout in Seva Samithi Scouts at Benaras Hindu University while he was | 
student in Central Hindu College Banaras in I.Sc. course, In the Year 1939-40 he worked as Scouter (GSM) ¢ 
Scout Units of PR College and High School, Kakinada. During this period he was trained and assisted Scouter 
Training camp at Samalkot under the leadership of Sri m.Raja Gopalan, S.O.C. Madras from the Hindusta 
Scout Association (Madras Presidency) vide certificate dated 26.6.1940 signed by Sri V.V.Giri, Presiden 
Provincial Head Quarters, Madras and George S.Arundale as Provincial Chief Commissioner. In 1941-4 
during the 2" World War period, Bro.Renuka worked as Senior Staff Officer and Chief Instructor, Civil Defence 
Kakinada. He also worked as GSM of a Registered unit Renuka Vyamasala, Scout Group since 1938. 


In 1945 May, he joined Hindustan scout association, Madras as an Asst. State Organising Commissione 
(Scouts). During this period, he worked as camp Commandant of Krishna Pushkaram Service camp. Durini 
1942, Bro.Renuka assisted the Godavari Pushkaram Service Camp and received a THANKS BADGE. Fror 
194561950 (November) he worked as ASOC and ADCC of Hindustan Scout Association, Madras and durin 
which period he was trained as ADCC at Adyar under the leadership of Sri T.V.Neelakantham. 


On 7.11.1950, Bro. Ranuka attended the merger function of all scout units at Delhi and continued hi 
service as ASOC in the Bharat Scouts & Guides, Andhra Pradesh. He also received a MEDAL of MERIT. 


During 1953, he attended a Rover Wood Badge training campt at Taradevi Hills, Simla,under th 
leadership of Saradar Sri Haridayal Singh. 


From 1958-62 Bro.Renuka worked as Hony.District Secretary of Bharat Scouts & Guides, East Godava 
District, Kakinada. From 1962 to 1975 he worked as Organising Commissioner for Scouts and from 1971-7 
he entered into the Tribal Welfare Department as a Scouter and organized Scout Units with in the interior tribe 
areas and retired from active service but continued reporting to duty at Rallies or training camps as pe 
instructions invitations from State Head Quarters, Hyderabad, A.P. 


During 1980 February, Bro.Renuka was honoured with the Award of “Silver-Star’ from the Nationé 
Head Quarters. From 1975 onwards Bro.Renuka was associated with local educational institutions in Kakinad. 
and was President to Saint Anthony Group of Schools since its inception. He also associated himself with S 
Pydah Group of colleges as Secretary and Chief Advisor of the Institutions run by that group till the end of hi 
life i.e., 29.04.2000. 


From the childhood Bro.Renuka was very much interested in Education, obedience a clear understandin 
of situations clarity in expressions, eloquence in conversations, attracting others towards his nice behavio 
growing with good physique, mental stability, power of observations, leadership qualities, excellent understandin 
are seen very often in him. 


He inherited from his mother Smt. Kameswaramma garu, traditional values, obedience to elders 
sincerely performing the duties that are entrusted, helping others in need, affection towards friends and relatives 
orthodoxi behavior etc. 


Education was started to him in the Year 1918. On 16.5.1926 Bro.Renuka’s thread marriage functio' 
(Upanayanam) was celebrated. 
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On the Sacred banks of river Ganga Pandit Madhan Mohan Malvyaji used to distribute sprouted Bengal 
gram (Sanagalu) along with abundant milk to the boys who performed physical exercises and had a holy dip in 
the River Ganga. Bro. Renuka used to perform Yoga and Physical exercies a holy bath in the River Ganga 


and almost used to live at Sri Malavyaji’s residence. Pt.Malavyaji used to say to the Children, “Doodh peevo, 
mehenet karo Bus, vidya ayega”. 


At Benaras University Foreign Professors are teachers and they used to teach in excellent standards 
giving importance to spoken English. Bro. Renuka used to understand all techniques in English and all other 
subjects and later get into the habit of book reading like Shakespeare’s dramatic literature and the writings of 
George Bernard Shaw and other famous poets. Thus he learnt all aspects of life with utmost devotion and 
confidence with abie guidance of his teachers and returned to Kakinada. 


He started his scout career as a cub in private group in 1921-23. In the Year 1924-27 he was a scout 
in Mclaurin High School, Kakinada under the leadership of Late Sri.N.Janodab. Again from 1929-32 he was 
scout in PRGC, Kakinada under the Sri G.Venkata Ramayya. From 1932-35 he was a rover in the Seva 
Samithi Scouts of Central Hindu College, Benaras in |.Sc. Course. 


From the early hood he was influenced directly and indirectly by the Principles of Lord Baden Powel, 
the founder of Scout Movement. That is the reason why he was able to perform yeomen service while he was 
a student. 


Bro.Renuka has attended the 5" Far-East Training the team course held at National Training Centre, 
Bharat Scout & Guides, Pachmarhi in November, 1961. Added to that the International Gilwell training team of 
world — has conducted training the team course at Thurman camp Pachmarhi, India. And John Thurman 
Camp chief, Gilwell Park, Director of Leader’s training gave a certificate in Dec.1965. 


Bro.Renuka shared his experiences with John Thurman, Camp Chief Gilwell Park. 


Bro.Renuka used to be affectionate towards his brother-commissioners and kept himself very close to 
them and discuss how to improve the Scout standards. That self-less affection towards the Scouts earned 
him a title as Brother Renuka. 


Renuka as my preceptor : 


“Gurur Brahma, gurur Vishnu, guru Devo Maheshwaraha, 
Guru sakshaat Para Brahma, tasmy sri guruve namah;” 


As Bhartruhari puts it “Vidyam Vyasanam” This is an apt idea of Bro.Renuka Regular reading of books 
is the only rest time for him. He read all books of Shakespeare, Keats, Lord Baden powel, John Ruskin and 
also writings of Mahatma Gandhi. Not only he used to read the books but also used to absorb the essence 
from them and practice them well in his daily routine. 


In this training camps he used to treat his scouts as his own children with affection and treat them in 
play way with different songs, yells, games and treat them in the camp during 10 days pleasant with body and 
mind. Thus the trainees do not have any other opportunity to have odd thoughts except the training given by 
Bro.Renuka. He used to mesmerize them with good skills and techniques Self discipline and time management 
are the key words of Bro.Renuka. The daily routine starts at 4 a.m. in the morning to 10 p.m. in the night, and 
there is no spare time required work to his satisfaction. After getting up in the camp at 4 a.m. in the morning 
all the campers assembled at Bro.Renuka’s tent for a brief prayer by singing Bapuji’s prayer “Raghupathi 
Raghava Rajaram”. After that the trainees observe 2/3 minutes silence by worshiping God and resume to 


regular BP exercises. Namaskar exercises and lazeeme movements. 
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Marching and parading after 6 a.m. bath and cleanings of tents and common area, constructing of 
gadgets and decorating other items wearing Uniform etc. 


By 6.55 a.m. Bro. Renuka starts inspecting the individuals’ tents patrol wise. And all this inspection 
used to conclude by 7.10 a.m. Then all the trainees assemble at the Flag hoisting center patrol wise by 
singing their yells and get in to horse — shoe formation. Patrol leaders used to inspect their members, the 
assistant camp officer supervises them and exactly by 7.15 am Bro. Renuka as a Camp officer visits there and 
gives a call for prayer. After the command, “Prayer” all the campers must sing “Daya Kar Dan” song in full with 
all devotion. One or two members use to give lip movement to the song as if it is as play back song. Bro. 
Renuka used to identify that people and called them and ask them to sing Daya Kar Dan again. Now it is thei 
turn to realize their mistake and rectify the mistake by learning the song even upto 10 p.m. practice it and 
improve it. By 7.40 am breakfast is given and Bro.Renuka used to change the items every day. By 8.00 am 
the campers used to assemble for their theoretical sessions. The first session is taken by Bro.Renuka only as 
he used to take-up the class of Scout law and promise in a heart touching manner. That one hour session 
campers will be imaging at great length. Particularly the sessions handled by Bro.Renuka will be penetrating 
into the heart and the campers forget themselves and fly high and feel happy for getting his able guidance. He 
use to draw eminent people to assist the camp, who were proficient in imparting requiring skills and knowledge 
for practical training. 


All the campers feel happy to hear the voice of Bro.Renuka for any session and feel much the session 
concluded shortly though it lasted for one hour. The campers used to feel that the time be extended for some 
more learning. But Bro.Renuka used to keep the time schedule in proper discipline and used to convey them 
with all good terms, examples in a story making way and also a sportive method by attracting the minds of all 
campers for a clear understanding. 


He follows the ideals and keeps all the campers to follow them. A real teacher not only completes the 
syllabus but also be able to touch their hearts and keep morals at high levels. He used to refine the campers 
knowledge and turn their minds towards his goal. That is real teacher due to his teaching capacity he was able 
to teach the ultimate goal of scout training. 


Sanmanam of Eminent Poets : 


Pt.Sri Bulusu Venkateswarlu wrote Bharatam, Bhagavatham and Ramayanam and printed all the @ 
volumes. A function for releasing the 3 volumes was arranged. 


Sri Bhaskar invited Sri P.V.Narasimharao, Hon’ble Minister of A.P. then to release the Kavyams and Sri 
Vishwanatha Satyanarana to preside over. Sri Divakarla Venkatavadhani, Sri Jatavallabhula Purrushotham 
and Sri B.Venkateswarlu were invited to speak over the occasion. Sri Peesapati Narasimhamurthy was invited 
to read some verses from the Kavyams releasesd. Pt.Venkateswarlu was honoured with silk Dowthi and his 
lady with Silk Saree and he was presented a Purse containing Rs.5,555/-. No poet was honoured in a grand 
fashion as Bulusu was honoured. The famous epics of Bharatam, Bhagavatham and Ramayanam were 
brought in a silver Palanquin (Pallaki) by scouts and guides at Suryakala Mandhir, Kakinada. Sri P.V.Narasimha 
Rao, Hon'ble Minister of AP released the Books. Pt.Divakarla Venkatavadhani (Osmania University, Hyderabad) 
conferred on Bulusu. 


Venktateswarlu the title “Arsha Kavi Siromani’. 
Bro.Renuka’s Philosophical Thoughts : 


Bro.Renuka is blessed with his family diety “Sri Renuka Matha”. He used to worship her through out 
and get up in the early hours after a sacred bath offering prayers to her and then commencing his daily routine. 
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In the year 1969 | had an opportunity for HWB training at camp site at Vijayanagaram under the 
leadership of Sri C.L.Narayana & Bro.Renuka. During the camp days one night when we are in a deep sleep 
at 1.00 p.m. my Guruji rushed to our tent and called me by name. Whenever | am called | used to hear the call 
immediately and enquired as what has happened. Guruji asked me not to move but cautioned that there is a 
snake moving in my bed. He asked me to be careful about my movements. Then | recognized the snake. | 
do not feel any fear about snakes and guruji also knows it. Without touching the snake | folded the blanket and 


threw it up. | anxiously felt how guruji happen to know about the incident. Such super power was awarded to 
my guruji by his diety Sri “Renuka Matha’. 


Another Excellent incident 


At Rampachodavaram | conducted a camp for scouts as camp officer for the Tribal students of tribal 
area and about 150 members attended. Almost every day heavy rains poured. No modern amenities are 
available at that place and in 1972 it was very difficult to get dry fuel for cooking purpose and to arrange food 
for 160 people is a great task for us besides imparting skills and practical training to them. 


From day to dawn we toiled a lot and at about 10.30 p.m. One stray man has approached me in person 
and spoke in Hindi that he was not having food since 4 or 5 days. This | heard and told him that nothing is 
available here. At that time my Guruji was resting and asked me to give him some food since he is feeling 
hungry. Then | told him sir, | am very much tired. You are relaxing. My guruji said “Yes, | will look to it”. 


Then in order not to trouble him | myself served that stray man with food. | gave him Sambar. He 
completed it and asked for some more. He was very much hungry. | told him that food sufficient to feed six to 
eight children is available and | served the whole food with Sambar. The entire thing was completed in two 
minutes. He said his hunger is not satisfied. Then | told him only sambar is available. | served the bucket full 
of sambar and he completed. Then he asked me some more. | shouted to eat me. ‘Guruji with a smile asked 
me to give curds. The Curd was made with 10 Itrs of milk. 


| am worried when | may not be able to procure milk to make curds to the next day’s use. Then guruji 
said “it will come”. He is hungry, feed him full. Really | got angry at this stage. But | cannot say no to my guruji 
but kept the 10 Itrs of curds at his disposal. He emptied the entire 10 Itrs of curds. He said “My stomach is full. 
Bhagawan Bhala Karega”. Later he was not seen in the campus. 


| felt sorry that scouts will blame me for not providing them the curds tomorrow. God will hjelp us. 
How?. Guruji with a happy smile told me that | fed not be a stranger. He also expressed and challenged 
whether one could take food sufficient for 10 people, a bucket full of sambar and 10 Itrs of curds. Then | told 
him that | could not observe all these facts. Guruji told that almighty has come to bless you. | know it. He is 
paramatma. | called the children and asked them to search for him. It is a village, no body could trace Him. | 
asked Guruji while giving food to him or afterwards “why did you not tell me? You are now telling after he 
parted. Guruji smiled at me. The whole night in order to see the stranger again | searched the whole area. 
But | am unable to have his Darsan. 


Next day | saw the vessels to clear then and to my surprise 10 Itrs of curds was replenished by god. 
How is it possible?, It is only possible for the person who lead me to this incident. May his sould rest in peace.

An Overview of the World Organization of the Scout Movement 
THE MISSION OF SCOUTING 


The mission of Scouting is to contribute to the education of young people, through a value systerr 
based on the Scout Promise and Law, to help build a better world where people are self-fulfilled as individuals 
and play a constructive role in society. 


This is achieved by 
° Involving them throughout their formative years in a nonformal educational process 


° using a specific method that makes each individual the principal agent in his or her development as 
a self-reliant, supportive, responsible and committed person 


° assisting them to establish a value system based upon spiritual, social and personal principles as 
expressed in the Promise and Law. 


The World Organization of the Scout Movement is an international, nongovernmental organization which is 
composed of three principle parts : 


° the World Scout Conference (also, see the World Scout Events section) 
° the World Scout Committee 

° the World Scout Bureau 

World Scout Conference 


The Conference is the “general assembly” of Scouting. It is the governing organ of the World Organizaior 
and is composed of all members. It meets every three years. 


Members of the World Organization are national Scout organizations which have been recognized by 
the World Scout Conference. Only one organization is recognized in each country. In some countries there are 
national Federations which include more than one Scout association. 


Member organizations are represented at World Scout Conferences by a maximum of six delegates. 
Observers authorized by their national Scout organization are also eligible to registered and attend. 


The aim of the Conference is to promote the unity, integrity and development of Scout Movement 
worldwide. This is achieved through a structure and content designed to: 


° Facilitate exchanges of ideas and information among members 
° Formulate the general policy | 
° Consider reports and recommendations from the World Scout Committee and from membe 


organizations 


° Conduct the formal business of the World Organization - elections, applications for membership 
registration fees, amendments to the Constitution and By-Laws etc. 
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World Scout Committee 


The World Scout Committee is the executive body of the World Organization of the Scout Movement. 


It is responsible for the implementation of the resolutions of the World Scout Conference and for acting on its 
behalf between its meetings. 


The Committee is composed of 14 members. Twelve, each from different countries, are elected for six- 
year terms. The members do not represent their country but the interests of the Movement as a whole. The 
Secretary General, and the Treasurer, of the World Organization of the Scout Movement are ex-officio members 


of the Committee. The chairmen of the regional Scout committees participate in the World Scout Committee 
meetings in consultative capacity. 


The Committee meets twice a year, usually in Geneva, Switzerland. Its Steering Committee, consisting 
of the Chairman, two Vice-Chairmen, and the Secretary General meet as needed. 


The Committee has two main sub-committees: the Finance and Support Group, and the Educational 
Methods Group. 


World Scout Bureau 


The World Scout Bureau is the secretariat of the World Organization. The Bureau is directed by the 
secretary General of the World Organization of the Scout Movement. The Secretary General is appointed by 
the World Committee and is the chief administrative officer of the organization. 


History and Location 


The Bureau was first established in London, England in 1920. It moved to Ottawa, Canada in 1959, and to 
Geneva, Switzerlandin 1968. Regional offices are located as follows, with the principle office being listed first: 


° Africa Region : Nairobi, Kenya, Dakar, Senegal, and Capetown, South Africa 
° Arab Region : Cairo, Egypt 
° Asia Pacific Region : Manila, Philippines 


° Eurasia Region: Yalta-Gurzuf, Ukraine, and Moscow, Russian federation 
° Interamerican Region : Santiago, Chile 
Functions 


As the secretariat of the World Organization, the World Bureau has a number of Constitutionally-defined 


functions. 

° It assists the World and Regional Scout Conferences, and the World and Regional Committees 
and their subsidiary bodies in the fulfilment of their functions. This includes the preparation of 
meetings and the provision of the necessary services to implement the decisions of the various 
bodies. 

° It provides services for the promotion of Scouting throughout the world. 

° It maintains relations with national Scout organizations and helps them develop Scouting in their 
country. 

° It promotes the development of Scouting in countries where it does not exist. 

2 It supervises the organization of international and regional Scout events such as world and regional 
jamborees. 
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° lt maintains relations with international organizations whose activities are concerned with youth 
matters. 


The World Bureau carries out these functions in a number of different ways : 


° providing the support for committees, task forces and working groups 
° developing and conducting courses in the field 

° providing advice and giving technical assistance 

° preparing publications 

° publishing regular newsletters of Scouting news 


The World Bureau’s operations are financed partly from the annual registration fee paid by national 
Scout organizations, based on their membership. Other support comes from foundations, corporations, 
development agencies, and individuals. 


Support also comes from the World Scout Foundation, which is building a capital (endowment) fund. 
Contributions to the Foundation are invested permanently to produce a regular income for the benefit of the 
World Organization. The Foundation receives non-capital donations for international Scouting. 


(January 2001, World Organization of the Scout Movement) 
WAGGGS : 


WAGGGS is the largest organisation for and young women in the world, established in 1928. It has 13€ 
member countries with 9 million members worldwide. It has three official languages-English, French anc 
Spanish. 


There are four regions - Africa, Asia Pacific, Europe and Western Hemisphere and one Regional Grout 
- The Arab Regional Group. 


WAGGGS - MISSION STATEMENT 
A new mission statement was approved at the 29th world conference in July 1996. 
To enable girls and young women to develop their potential as responsible citizens of the world.

In the White Mountains of California there are bristlecone pines that have lived more than 4,000 years 
One of these, named Methuselah because of its antiquity, is over 4,600 years old — a fantastic age that goe: 
back beyond recorded history. 


Here let me mention some of the most historic events that occured during the lifetime of this tree 
Methuselah had lived for over 1,870 years when Rome was founded in 753 BC 


Buddha, born in 560 BC was more than 2,000 years younger than this tree, which approached the ag 
of 2,300 when Alexander the Great crossed the Indus into India, and it had reached the age of 2,400 when thi 
Great Wall of Chaina was built in 221 BC when Jesus Christ was born Methuselah was over 2,600 years. 


When the prophet Mohamed was born (A.D. 569) Methuselah was nearing 3,200 years and when th 
Taj Mahal was built this fantastic tree had lived for over four and a quarter millennia! 


A bristlecone pine still older than Methuselah growing in Nevada(USA), was regrettably cut down i 
1964. It was 4,900 years old. 


Is it not a tragedy that such a magnificent monument of nature should be cut down (perhaps within ; 
few days) by (a creature like) man, who very rearely lives upto 100 years?

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A Rover Leader Trainer 
Training - individual and Collective 


B.P. called Rove ring "a Brotherhood of the Open Air and service". Objects of Rove ring are to enable 
young men to develop themselves as Happy. Healthy and Helpful citizens (training in good citizenship based 
on Scout Law and Promise) and to give each a chance of making a successful career for himself. 


Training - two main principles : 


1. Rover Training should incorporate the distinctive marks of Scouting the back woods atmosphere and the 
Scout ideals of character and conduct. 


2. Rover training should have as its ultimate aim the development of balanced individual (body, mind, 
spirit) ready and willing to play his full part in the community. 


Two types of Training — Individual training & Collective Training : 


Individual Training or Practical Training of a Rover Scout is his own responsibility — programme accordign to 
his need and interest, series of badges, project and President's Rover Award. A Rover can train himself 
through Study (reading, seeing films and television, joining clubs and attending classes), Contacts (see places, 
attend events and meet people) and Actions (Put studies into practice) In additin to pursuing his own chosen 
quest, training in Scout — craft and training for service are considered formal basic training for every Rover 
Scout. Four facts training in Scour craft, training by expeditions, the competition of a selected project, and 
training for service to others. Sponsor's help and R.S.L.'s guidance and personal example count a lot. 


Collective Training : 


The crew working as an entity for the benefit of members - it fulfils three functions : 


As It helps to broaden the Rover's outlook, putting them in touch with worth while and lasting interest. 
2. _ It helps in preparing Rovers for their future responsibilities as adult members of the community. 
3. It is also designed to develop the spirit of the Scout Good Turn into an attitude of eager readiness 


for service in the widest sense of the word. 


Collective Training is carried out through the medium of what is known as "Crew Programme" the 
formal activities of the Crew as a whole, as distinct from the individual activities of the Crew as a whole, as 
distinct from the individual activities of its members, already stated under practical training (individual Training) 

Planning of crew programmes by Crew Council and management of programmes by them (including 
sending of letters, contacing speakers etc.) itself is a collective training. Frequency of collective training 
orogrammes depends entirely on the commitments and requirements of you Rovers) 


Some suggestions for collective training programmes : 
1. Training together e.g. Civil Defence : How to deal with other emergencies, course of other 


organizations for swimming, climbing etc. 
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2. Making things together e.g. Making of and experimenting with light weight camping gear for 
hiking, mountaineering, cycling etc., making of a canoe, pioneering, Map makings. 
3. Learning together : Talks, lectures and demonstrations given by individuals, groups or firms. 


4. Going places together : With a purpose (study) places of historical importnace, factory, studies, 
botanical gardens, Museum, agricultural nursery planetarium etc. 


5. Helping People together : By this method train to do the job, there by increasing their seli 
confidence and developing the desire to serve. 


6.  Bob-a-Jobbing together : By this method train to do the job, thereby increasing their self confidence 
and developing the desire to serve. 


By collective training enjoyment, knowledge, wider outlook is provided in Rove ring — Rovers will meet 
people in other walks of life and they will become familiar with the work they do and the service they render, 
opportunity to appreciate the beauty of nature-gain new interests and pleasure and they will be better fitted to 
serve Scouting and their community.

The Founder 


During 1890's Mafeking - “The place of Stones” was regarded as an out-post of British prestige in the 
interior of Africa. B.R defended it ably and became a National Hero. By the first decade of the 20th Century he 
had founded the Movements of Scouting and Guiding which quickly spread to many countries of the world, and 
for about 40 years had enthused young people of the world to become good charactered citizen of ones own 
country, forster Brotherhood and Peace. Members of the Movement always remain thankful to him and remember 


him and his wife Olave B.R He was great. Many many people wrote on his life. SOC(G) Smt. Sreedevi wishes 
to share with you her treasured one such sketch on B.E it is this: 


ROBERT STEPHENSON SMYTH BADEN-POWELL was born on 22nd February, 1857 at 6 Stanhope 
Street, London. His father died when he was three years old. His mother, a remarkable woman, brought up her 
family of seven on a small income. Robert went first to a dame’s school in Kensington, later to a preparatory 
school and then to Charterhouse, a famous English public school. 


He was a gifted boy in many ways. He was an accomplished actor and mimic, and singer of comic 
songs. As an artist, drawing equally well with his left hand as his right, he illustrated his own books, notably 
Scouting for Boys. His sketches at home and abroad and caricatures of himself gave endless pleasure and 
amusement. 


At the age of nineteen B.-P joined the 13th Hussars, a cavalry regiment, and was drafted to India. All 
through his army life he kept in close touch with his mother: it was her influence that guided him through life 
more than any precepts of discipline learnt at school. 


In India he worked hard at his profession and gained rapid promotion. In leading his men he trained 
them individually in self-reliance, reliability, resourcefulness, observation, deduction, and in fact all those attributes 
which, taken together, make up what we know as Scouting. 


His spare time was devoted to sport and to sketching. In 1883, as a pig-sticker, he won the coveted 
Kadir Cup. He was also a keen polo player, buying raw ponies in the villages and training them, as he trained 
his men, to be efficient for their job. 


After India B.-P served in Africa, here it was that he first used scout-craft to the full, he had many 
adventures calling for resourcefulness, courage and endurance. It was on one of his expeditions in Matabeleland 
that the famous Koodoo horn came into his possession. This horn was used at the first Boy Scout camp on 
Brownsea Island in 1907 and at Jamborees. It can now be seen at Gilwell. 


It was during the South African War that B.-R’s name became famous and after the siege of Mafeking 
he was acclaimed in Great Britain as a National hero. He retired from the Army in 1910 and devoted the rest of 


his life to Scouting. 


At the experimental camp held on Brownsea Island, Dorset, B.-E believed beyond the shadow of doubt 


that boys could be relied on when trusted and given responsibility. At Mafeking his Boy Messengers had 
proved themselves, and now his Boy Scouts were going to show the world that Scout training, discipline and 


brotherhood could make finer men and better citizens. 


He wrote Scouting for Boys which laid down the principles on which the Movement was founded. The 
basis of Scouting was the Promise and the ten Scout Laws and all work was to be done on the Patrol system. 
The moto adopted, “Be Prepared”, was that of the South African constabulary which he had raised and 


commanded. 
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The Scout Movement officially began in 1908, and the following year B.-E took the salute at a great rally 
held at the Crystal Palace in London when eleven thousand boys appeared on parade. From that moment Boy 
Scouting spread like wildfire throughout the world. 


Girls, too, caught the spark and though at first B-P was doubtful of letting them share in this great game. 
he quickly realised with his unerring intuition that they were determined to be Scouts and so he persuaded his 


only sister to organize a Movement for them. 


In 1909 King Edward VII, one of the first to see the great value in Scouting, conferred the honour o 
knighthood on the Founder and he became Sir Robert Baden-Powell. In 1912 he met and married Olave 
Soames, and they had three children, as on and two daughters. 


He was elected Chief Scout of the World in 1920 and a year later was created a baronet. In 1929 Sit 
Robert became Lord Baden-Powell of Gilwell. Every minute of his life was devoted to the development oi 
Scouting both in Great Britain and other countries. Together with his wife he toured abroad visiting all the 
countries where there were Scouts, and it was not until 1938 that he finally retired from active Scouting or 
account of his health and went to live in Kenya. There he died at this time in Nyeri in 1941 at the age of eighty- 
four. : 


When he was eight years old B.-P wrote these lines: “I will have the poor people to be as rich as we are 
and they ought by rights to be as happy as we are. You must pray to God whenever you can. But you cannot be 
good with only praying; you must try very hard to be very good.” And after his eightieth birthday he wrote: " 
have had a most happy life, and | want each of you to have as happy a life too. You will find that heaven is no 
a kind of happiness somewhere up in the skies after you are dead, but right here and now in this world.”. This 
was written to the many children whom the Chief loved so well. And his final message was: “Your business ir 
life is to be happy and make others happy ... to bring happiness into the world by making happier homes.”

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Colour Party 


Preamble : 


In any large gathering of Scouts and Guides, while on Parade or on route-march there will be usually a 
colour Party of five members bearing the National Flag and the Bharat Scouts and Guides Association Flag. 


In addition to this five member (main) colour party, there can be a colour party of three members holding 
only the Bharat Scouts and Guides Flag for every Participating contingent. 


A colour party is a unit by itself. 


Members of a colour party should preferably be more or less of same height, size and of robust structure 
in body to take up the strain of standing on parade for long hours or long marches. The guards will not hold 
anything in their hands. 


Composition & Formation : 


Main colour party (2 flag bearers and 3 guards) : 


The party can be of five Scouts or of five Guides or of three Scouts and two Guides or three Guides and 
two Scouts. Two flag bearers on flanks with the leader in the middle will form the front rank. Remaining two as 
guards will form the rear rank with a blank in the middle. The right side flag bearer holds the National flag (180 
cms x 120 cms). Member on the left will hold the Bharat Scouts & Guides Flag (180 cms x 120 cms). There will 
be interval of one arm length between members of the front rank. The guards fall in behind the flag bearers at 
one pace deep. 


The colour party takes its position in the middle of the parade and also becomes the leading Unit during 
March-past. 


Three Member Party (One flag bearer and two guards) : 


The party can be of three Scouts or of three Guides or of two Scouts and one Guide or of two Guides 
and one Scout, they form in a single rank with single arm’s interval. The member in the middle is the leader and 
will hold the group Flag (120 cms x 80 cms). The other two, as guards, take position on flanks and will have 
their hands free holding nothing. 

On parade or while marching this party takes its position in front of its contingent but 3 paces behind the 
contingent leader. 

The duty of the main colour party is to unfurl the flag at the main flag mast on parade and to lower the 


flag whenever necessary and also to lead during march past or route march. Duty of the three member colour 
party is to form in front of its contingent on parade or during march taking position three paces behind the 


contingent leader. 
The National Flag, the Association Flag and the Group Flag must be treated with reverence at all times 


and no flag shall be left unguarded on parade. 
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On Being Accurate 


B.E wrote the book “Scouting for Boys” with many tips that help young people become able and efficier 
Scouts, helpful to their country and to be of service to others who may be in need of help. He says “read th 


book, practice all that it teaches you.” 


“Paddle your own Canoe” is also another book written by B.E with many tips to young people. Here i 
one “on being accurate” an attribute worthy of practice and developing the habit to be part of ones own characte 


“On Being Accurate” (The importance of a Hair’s breadth). When | was a boy at school | was stuck int 
the Cadet Crops. | was very small for it but | could blow a bugle. So, | began as a bugler. 


| did not imagine that | should ever become a General (though some how | did so in the end) but | di 
look forward to being a full Cadet and having a rifle of my own. When that happy time arrived | was very fond c 
my gun and did my best to shoot straight with it. 


Well, “Shooting straight’, as any of you know who have practised rifle shooting, means that you have t 
take most accurate aim if you want to hit your target. If your foresight is breadth of a hair off the bull’s-eye you 
bullet will be the breadth of a hand off it. 


Some fellows can never get the patience to practice over and over again until their eye can see accuratel 
They seem to slam off their shot with the idea that the rifle will put it there, and if it does’nt, well, it is the fault c 
the rifle if they miss. 


You remember the fuss | made about shooting a hippo long ago (when the natives gave me the nam 
of ‘Mlalapanzi’) | watched that old hippo for along time hiding himself under the water but coming up to breath 
revery two minutes; only his nose and ears appearing above the surface and only for two seconds, but alway: 
in the same place. 


| had to hit him in the eye. Any where else the bullet would only bang against his great thick skull and d 
him no harm. 


My natives and those in the neighbouring kraal were almost starving, so it was all important that 
should kill that hippo and get his meat for them. 


| did not dare to risk a shot from the shoulder when he bobbed up. It would be too hurried for accuracy 
So | lay down on my back as the steadiest postion for shooting, and had the grass in front of me carefull 
cleared away. When Mr. Hippo put is head | took careful aim, in the short two seconds available, at his eye an 
precious mark eye it was. But | did’nt fire. | kept that aim steady on the spot where his eye had been and whe! 
he came up again. | made sure that it was directed straight on his eye; but again | did not’ fire. The instant th: 
appeared for the third time | pressed the trigger, and in that second the hippo was dead. 


So the natives called the man who lies down to shoot, that is, the man who makes his plans carefull 
before and aims steadily for what he wants to get, and then shoots straight for it. 
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But that matter of being able to take accurate aim got me with the very useful way of being accurate in 
other things. For one thing it helped to give me a good start in the Army. It was this way. With a number of other 
young officers | was being tested in surveying. Oh yes, you have to know a lot of things in the Army. 


We had to take an angle with our compass to a certain spot and from there to another point, and from 
there to a third point. If one did it correctly this last angle should land one exactly at the spot where we started. 


But it meant extreme care in taking the angles. If you mis-read your compass by the thickness of a hair 
you would fail to do it. 


Only one of our party had been accurate enough to succeed and who do you think that was? 
Little me! 


As a result of this and a few good marks in other subjects | got promoted with two years back pay, with 
which | was able to buy the best horse | ever had. 


All this through observing to a hair’s breadth, if it’s only in throwing dart or practising with miniature rifle. 


Once you have got into that habit you will be accurate and exact in all things exactly on time and 
ounctual. Neat and exact in your clothing. Accurate in keeping your accounts or your registers in your office; 
accurate in your work as an Engineer, Electrician, Cabinet-marker, or whatever kind of work it is: and accurate 
n all that you say. 


Remember that accuracy will pull you through to success where others, less careful, fail. 


So practice accuracy all you can until it is a regular habit with you. | B-P.

First iN LAKE RESTORATION 


HUDA’s aggressive Lake Restoration Programme aims at restoring and 
preserving priceiess water bodies of the city. The less polluted category of 
lakes are treated basically for protection with tree plantation. 


HUDA has identified 169 lakes for conservation, prohibiting any 
building activity within 30 meters from the water-front. Out of this, 87 lakes 
have been prioritized for treatment and conservation under the Green 
Hyderabad Environment Programme (GHEP) based on the level of pollution 
and degree of threat. 


HUDA has already treated three highly polluted lakes — Safilguda, 
Saroornagar and Langer Houz. The Restoration & Conservation works of 


Mir-Alam Tank is near in completion and will be a gift of HUDA to the 
residents of Old City. The landscape bunds speak of HUDA’s efforts in 
greening the city outdoors; the restoration of pure lake waters has paved 
the way for water sports; HUDA’s efforts of creating a walkway has opened 
up avenues for the health consciousness.

The teeming bazaars of the old city, in the midst of which stands the 400-year-old Charminar, the modern 
shopping complexes and. ultra-modern malls in the newer areas of the city add to the charm of Hyderabad. 


The Golconda Fort, capital of the kingdom by that name, is today very much part of the city, as is Cyberabad 
(means Cyber City), a new local area created to keep pace with the zooming Information Technology & 
Tourism sector. 


Pearls, bangles, silks, computer software, handicrafts and above all a delectable cuisine add to the splendour 
of this great city. 

Charminar is as much the signature of Hyderabad as Taj Mahal is of Agra or Eiffel Tower is of Paris. Mohammed 
Quli Qutb Shah, the founder of Hyderabad, built Charminar in 1591 at the centre of the original city layout. It 
is believed to have been built as a charm to ward off a deadly epidemic raging at that time. Four graceful 
minarets soar to a height of 48.7m. Charminar has 45 prayer spaces and a mosque in it. 

Birla Mandir This shimmering ethereaij temple of Lord Venkateshwara, built in sculpted white marble, floats 
on the city skyline, on Kala Pahad. The idol in the temple is a replica of 
the one at Tirupati. :

Planned and built by the Qutb Shahis themselves, these 
tombs are said to be the oldest historical monuments in Hyderabad. They form a large group and stand on a 
raised platform. The tombs are built in Persian, Pathan and Hindu architectural styles using grey granite, with 
stucco ornamentation, the only one of its kind in the world where an entire dynasty has been buried at one 
place. | 

Salar Jung MuseumThis museum houses one of the biggest one-man collections of antiques and artifacts in 
the world by Mir Yousuf Ali Khan Salar Jung II. The objects d’ art include Persian carpets, Moghal miniatures, 
Chinese porcelain, Japanese lacquer ware, famous sculptures including the Veiled Rebecca and Marguerite 
and Mephisheles, a superb collection of jade, daggers belonging to Queen Noor Jahan and the Emperors 
Jahangir and Shah Jahan, Aurangzeb’s aoe and many other fabulous items.

The museum 
showcases the gifts & mementos presented to the last Nizam on the occasion of Silver Jubilee 
Celebration in 1937. A 1930 Rolls Royce, Packard & a Mark V J aguar are among the vintage cars 
displayed. There is an interesting collection of models made in silver of all the prominent buildings 
of the city & citations in Urdu about H.E.H Mir Osman Ali Khan, gold burnished wooden throne 
used for the Silver Jubilee Celebrations, gold tiffin box inlaid with diamonds, gold model of Jubilee 
Pavilion and a silver filigree elephant with mahout are some of the notable items on display.
